VERDICT SEEMS POPULAR

"Not Guilty." This was the verdict 
rendered by the jury, in the case of 
Lewis C. Price, after a deliberation of 
nine and one half hours. 

The verdict was reached at 10:30 
o'clock and immediately Jud^e Whitney 
the attorneva in the case, Price and a 
few remaining spectators, was called 
together and the verdict was read that 
made Price a free man and removed any 
possible stain from his name. 

It is understood that the jury, dur- 
ing the greater part of its delibera- 
tions stood nine to three in favor of 
acquittal. A large number of ballotts 
were taken and for a time the results 
remained the same/ Finally however 
one man swung over and the score stood 
ten to two, a little Inter another came 
over to the forces of the acquittal par- 
ty and but one man still held out, later 
hfe too swung into line and the verdict 
was given out. 

This verdict, it is said, is one that 
meets with the general approval of the 
city and county at large, one man even 
going BO faras to state that if there 
were an election today and Lewis C. 
Price were a candidate for the office of 
county treasurer. he would surely be el- 
ected, 80 strong is the feeling in his be- 
half in the city of Waukegan. 

As soon as the decision of the jury 
was learned Mr, Price shook hands with 
each member and personally thank- 
ed them as they filed out of the box, 
then he immediately telegraphed the 
glad newsito his sons at St. Paul. 
' The case was hard fought from start 
to finish, each side putting forth every 
elTort in their power to win. State's 
Attorney Dady. who was assisted 
throughout the case by State's Attor- 
ney Joslyn made a ringing speech and 
his talk to the Jury consumed a con- 
siderable length of time. Immediately 
upon his conclusion Attorney Pope for 
the defense opened fire and made a 
speech that will long remain in the 
minds of his hearers. The court's in- 
atructions to the jury were a master- 
piece in themselves and slightly out of 
the ordinary, at the conclusion of which 
the cose was passed into the hands of 
the jury. It was then 1:00 o'clock 
Saturday oftemoon, the case having 
consumed just one week. ' 

It is not yet known as to whether this 
deciaion.of the case will -in any way 
elTecttho case of Price against Orvis

now thought probable that it will.

Two Young Farmers Arc Arrested for 
ImpedtnE Course of Automobile

noon when Gdorge Dunford, a resident 
of Antioch, appeared in the municipal 
court in Kenosha and secured warrants 
for the arrest of Fred and Henry 
Gauger, residents of the town of Salem, 
charging them with "unlawfully and 
unreasonably" impeding the course of 
an automobile on the Channel Lake- 
Wilmot road on Tuesday of last week. 
The warrants were the first under the 
section to be issued it) Kenosha county 
and the hearing of the case was slated 
to come up before Judge Randall on 
Tuesday afternoon of this week, Un- 
der the law the two Salem men may be 
assessed fines from ten to twenty-five 
dollars. The turnpike where the trouble 
occurred is a narrow one and according 
to the story told by Dunford to the 
court he was deliberately impeded in 
his course and kept waiting on the road 
for a long time. Dunford was driving 
an automobile and the Gauger brothers 
had a horse and buggy and they got 
directly in front of Dunford on the nar- 
row road and refused to turn out. to 
allow him to pass. Dunford was crawl- 
ing along at a snail's pace, but the two 
boys refused to make any change in the 
gait and finally they stopped their horse 
entirely and stopped in such a way that 
the buggy blocked the road. Dunford 
was unable to stop his automobile, even 
though running- very slow, and the 
automobile collided with the buggy. 
The two Gauger boys lost no time and 
at once hurried to Justice Evans in the 
town of Salem and started a suit-for 
damages against Duhford claiming that 
their buggy was damaged through the 
careless driving of the man in charge 
of the automobile. This case came up 
on Tuesday morning and in the after- 
noon the criminal charges against the 
two Gaugers was taken up in the muni- 
cipal court in Kenosha. Automobile 
drivers declare that it is not unusual for 
a farmer on a narrow road to seek to 
impede the course of an automobile and 
that often young men who take a dis- 
like to a driver will hold np the auto- 
mobile for half an hour just for spite 
work.

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This Has Been Suggested by a London 
Physjcias as Cause of Appendicitis 

A London physician asserts that ap- 
pendicitis is contracted by eating bread 
made of white Hour, and is due to par- 
ticles of steel which get into flour from 
the rollers that grind the wheat. 
These particles accumulate and cause 
irritation. There are other doctors who 
laugh at this as a fanciful theory. 
Steel, they say, cannot stay in the sys- 
tem, but in time rusts and is absorbed. 
It is not injurious in that case, but 
strengthens th^ blood. However, it is 
well to be on the safe side, and the fol- 
lowing suggested precaution may be 
deemed worthy of heeding: The wise 
cook today will buy a.small magnet and 
thoroughly stir her Hour with it before 
putting in the flour and veast. Let her 
wipe off the magnet every little while. 
The. black specks that adhere are tiny 
bits of steel. Bread made in this way 
be eaten without fear of appendicitis. 
—Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin. 

If that is so then why don't the flour 
mariufactureiB or wholesale bakers run 
their flour over magnets themselves 
produce an appendicitis-proof flour or 
bread and save the consumer trouble 
and perhaps pain or even death?

"Mr. Durand and I visited all the im- 
portant dairy centers- of Francer-Hol-' 
land. Italy, SwitzeHand and England," 
said Mrs. Durand. "We were .very 
much impressed with what we saw, for 
America has much to learn from the 
European method of operating dairy 
farms. We don't know so much about 
cattle and milk as we think we do. 

"The most interesting thing in the 
line of dairy farming we saw in Europe 
was the method of 'humanizing milk.' 
It is a wonderful thipg.and while the 
cost will be high it will p^rove u godsend 
to ^mothers who can afford it. It will 
probably sell in Chicago at 11 cents a 
quart. 

"I intend to take charge in person of 
the herd of Guernseys and will see that 
they are properly cared for and ■ their 
milk properly marketed."

ALL COURT FEES RAISED 



Local Attorneys Declare That New Law 
Passed is an Ontrgge 

Litigants in all' Circuit and County 
courts will be required to pay more clerk 
fees hereafter in order that the two 
oflices may be self-sustaining, and the 
salaries of the clerks can be raised in 
proportion to other county employes. 

Besides increasing all of the fees it 
changes the poor person clause of the 
fee bill so that it will not be so easy 
for lawyers to start poor person suits 
hereafter. This has been a perplexing 
problem to the clerks, because he chould 
do nothing when an affidavit was made 
by the litigant and filed with him. Now 
the responsibility is placed on the judge. 

Now the person desiring to start a 
suit as a poor person, . shall file 
a motion for leave to do so supported 
by an affidavit describing in detail the 
real and personal property they own. 
The court shall then hear evidence and 
if it appears that the plaintiff or 
complainant is unable to pay the .court 
costs, an order releasing him will be 
entered, but this order is subject to 
review at any time and if the suit is 
cojnprised or a judgment rendered in 
favor of the plaintiff, he or the defend- 
ant will be compelled to pay the clerk's 
fees. 

There are a good many such cases 
started, particularly divorce suits, but 
not long ago some people who had an 
interest in a farm filed a partition suit 
as a poor person, something seldom at-j 
tempted before. 

In condemnation cases by a railroad 
company, ten dollars shall be paid for 
each tract of land sought to be con- 
demned.

Paris. — Henri Maurice Berteaux, 
minister of war, was killed. Antolno 
E. Monls, premier of Franco and min- 
ister if the interior, and his son, An- 
tolne, Jr., wore severely Injured, and 
Henri do la Mourthe, au aged aeronau- 
tic expert, and several others painfully 
hurt when a monoplane,, driven by 
Aviator Train, became unmanageable 
and plunged into a crowd of spccta- 
tpra at Issy Les Molineaux. 
y The accident occurred at the start- 
of whort may still be the most ambi- 
tious, aviation event Europe has ever 
Imown— a race, from Paris to Madrid. 
The distance Is 900 miles, divided 
Into three stages, <Mch aeroplane to 
carry a driver and one passenger. 

So groat was the Interest in this 
event that tho premier, tho members 
of his cabinet and 1G0,000 spectators 
were gathered at Issy, which field 
bears the same relation to Paris that 
Belmont park bears to Now York. 

To prevent the spectators from 
crowding around tho hangars and 
upon the starting green, troops of 
cavalry wore stationed In tho field. 

Conditions were not propitious 
from the start. A strong and ever- 
Increasing wind swept across the 
field. Dy tho time the throe contdst- 
ants had, by skillful maneuvering, ta- 
ken to tho air, the gale had Increased 
to thirty miles an hour. The fourth 
contestant arose unsteadily, swung 
Into tho teeth of the wind, lost his 
balance and fell heavily. Both tho 
aviator and his passenger escaped 
with bruises, although tho- aeroplane 
was smashed to bits. 

Train had made one circle and; al- 
though still qulto close to tho ground, 
appeared to be In complete control. 
As ho swung around the second time, 
a troop of cavalry moving across tho 
field appeared directly In his path. 

Train moved- his planes desperately, 
hoping in the strong winds ' to rise 
Bufflclently to sail over the soldiers and 
their mounts. He succeeded In rising, 
but lost control of hla machine, which 
swung In the direction of a group con- 
taining the most distinguished specta- 
tors on the field, and ■ then crashed 
heavily upon them. 

Premier Monls, his son Antolno, Jr., 
Minister Berteaux, Henri do la 
Mourthe, the latter famous throughout 
Franco as an expert on aeronautics, 
were scattered rjght and left as 
though they were ten-pins struck by a 
ball. Berteaux, struck by tho whirl- 
ing propeller, was dead when taken 
from tho ground. Tho Injuries to 
Monls were at first believed to ho fa- 
tal, but tho doctors state that ho -will 
probably survive. 

Strange as It may appear, Train and 
his passenger escaped proctlcally un- 
hurt, although their machine was 
smashed to splinters. 
. Maurice Berteaux, the dead- minis- 
ter of war, was one of tho most bril- 
liant men In France, He was a So- 
clallst.

A second resolution declaring there 
was tangible and definite evidence of 
wrongdoing and official misconduct on 
the part of Senators John Broderlck 
and Stanton C. Pembcrton and asking 
that the Helm inquiry bo extended to 
May 31 was first given a black eye 
by Lieutenant Governor Oglesby. who 
said It was extending the life of a 
commltteo beyond the llfo of tho leg- 
islature, and then • defeated. 39 
to 8.

Easily the most Interesting of all the re- 
minders of -the pcraonallty and career of the 
founder of Memorial Day are the rel cfl and 
trophies which for years had place In the Me- 
morial room in the residence of Mrs. John A. 

' Logan at Washington. Hero were gathered 

■ thousands of objects hearing In one way and 

another upon the life and public Borvico .of^the 

dashing Civil -war leader., It 1b probable that 

' all thought of transferring this unique c:pUoc- 
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tlon would havo been long deferred had not 
advancing years- compelled Mrs. Logan to cur- 
tall her domestic reBponslblUtles. 

General Logan's widow has been for ycara 
the recipient of a pension of several thou&and 
dollars a year— one of the largest annuities 
paid by Uncle Sam to any woman except the 
widows of presidents— and this Income, com- 
bined with the revenue from her extenalve 
literary work, enabled her to maintain for 
years a handsome residence on the heights 
overiooking Washington and the.Unlted States 
capltoi building, where her late husband had 
a notable career as United Slates senator fol- 
lowing hlfl service In the army. When, how- 
over, the care of this residence became too 
much for- Mrs. Logan Bome disposition had to 
be made of the great relic . collection which 
hod overflowed the entire house and had oc- 
cupied In particular one Immense room, which 
was in effect a memorial muaeura. Included 
in the collection. It may be explained, are not 
only the books forraeriy. owned by General 
Logan and many volumes bearing upon him, 
as well aa countless pictures of the swarthy 
warrior; but his sworda. battle flags, the gifts 
and docoraUons bestowed by Individual admlr- 
era and the United States and foreign govern- 
ments, and even the mounted figure of the 
famous war eagle that was ao conspicuously 
Identinod with Logan's command during the 
most trying periods of the war. 

Kaally the moat Imposing 'existing memorial 
to General Logan Ib the handaorao equ^atrian 
Btatuo In bronze which. occupies Iowa circle 
or Logan circle, as It la somotlmoa called, one 
of the miniature parks or plazas at the Beat 
of government. This statue, which coat ?0B,- 
000 was authorized by the congress of the 
United States In the year 1889. The national 
, legislature appropriated 550,000 and the Grand 
Array of the' Repuhllc-^at the head of which 
General Logan had been when ho originated 
Memorial Day— donated |1B,000. 

The Irfjgan etatue. which It Is believed will 
bo the forerunner of others, that will ultimate- 
ly bo erected In otlier parts of the country, 
was unveiled In the spring of 1901 In the^pres- 
ence of a moat distinguished company and. It 
was on this occasion that the late Proaldont 
McKlnley lii delivering the principal addreaa 



of the day remarked: "It la. a good token 
when patriots are honored and patriotism ex- 
alted. Monuments which express the nation's 
gratitude for great deeds Inspire great deeds." 
The figure of General Logan as represented 
In this Btatue, 14% feet In height. Is character- 
ized by vigor and animation. The general Is 
represented bb riding along the lino of- battle, 
his sword drawn nnd^ carried -low in hla right 
hand. Ho, faces toward the south and the 
horse Ib repreBented in the attitude pf mov- 
ing at a slow trot The pedestal of the statue 
is 20 feet in Height and Is adorned with two 
Impreaalve bronze groups In the form of pan- 
da. Ono group shows General Logan sur- 
rounded by officers of the Army of the Ten- 



neaaee, while tlie other panel depicts General 
Logan in the act of taking the oath ot office 
as United States senator, the oath Uelng ad- 
minlbtored by Vice-President Arthur. Included 
In tl'lB group are the figures of CuUom. Ev 
aris, Coukling, Morton, Miller, Voorhees and 
Thurman. On narrow panels on the north and 
south faces of the pedestal are allegorical fig- 
ureb representative of war and peace. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, through 
the InatrumentaUty of which General Logan 
secured hia most enduring memorial-Memo- 
rial Day itseU-had its origin In the year 1866, 
when there was conceived the idea of a na- 
tional aoclety compoaed of honorably dis- 
charged Union soldiers and aallors whoso mot- 
to should be "I.Tatcrnity, Charity and Loyalty. 
I'oat No 1. located in the city of Decatur, In 
General Logan's own state of Illinois, was for- 
many muaiered in in April of that year and 
the tlrat national encampment was held in 
Indianapolis in the November following. Gen- 
eral Logan waa one of the early commanders- 
U^chief of the new country-wide organ zatlon 
and It was In less than two years after the 
new movement had been started that he made 
nse of the Infant organization to Introduce the 
idea of a fixed and permanent Memorial Day. 
General Logan Is Indeed the best known of 
all the commandera-ln-chlef of the great or- 
ganization ot veterans that numbered at one 
flmrnearly 410,000 men and hla popu arlty 
wUh hiB comrades In arms was eloquent y at- 
tested by the fact that he Bcrved three termq 
In t^e highest omce In the gift of the mem- 
hers of the G. A. U.

Objectionable Buildings — Enables 
city couuclis to require garages, un- 
dertaking establishments, Junk shops, 
livery stables, etc., to obtain frontage 
consents when 'located In a residence 
district . 

Pension Fund — Establishes pension 
fund for employes In house of correc- 
tion. 

Municipal Funds— Authorizes mu- 
nicipalities to use sinking funds for 
the purchasu of tax anticipation war- 
rants. 

Bathing Beaches— Authorizes cities 
lo condemn lands for bathing beaches 
or for recreation piers.

Good Roods- Establishes Offlco of 
county superintendent of roads and re- 
drafts all roads and bridges statutes. 
Provides for tax on motor vehicles, 
graduated by tho horsepower of 
tho vehicles, and provides that the 
receipts from license fees shall be dis- 
bursed among tho counties In propor- 
tion to tho'amount of road and brld^o 
tax levies.

LABOR. 

Ten Hour Bill— Limiting employ- 
ment of women to ten hours; enlarg- 
ing number of trades Included. 

Occupational Diseases — Bill offered 
by occupational diseases commission 
enacted. Compels employers of labor 
which must work with utensils or 
materials detrimental to health to 
amply protect tholr men. Details of 
law nro rigid, and compel modern con- 
ditions to bo maintained In factories.

Revision— Revises municipal courts 
act to provide that personal service Is 
necessary In forclhlo detainer cases.

Attorney General Wlckersham and 
Special Assistant Clark McKercher 
have dovoted more than a year to 
gathering tbo evidence upon which 
the suit Is based. The evidence In- 
cludes copies of the alleged agree- 
mcnts, blacklists and reports of tho 
various organizations, branding whole- 
salers and retailers who have dared 
violate tho rules of tho trust ns 
"poachers," "scalpers," "mavericks'* 
and "Illegitimate dealers" to whom 
"short shifts" must bo applied. 

Ofllclals both hero and'ln Washing- 
ton said that tho advlBablllty of crim- 
inal actions against Individual oOlclnls 
of the trust would depend _upon the 
nature of the evidence adduced at tho 
trial. 

Many of the great Industrial con- 
cerns of the country, it Is alleged, have 
boon put under the ban of the 
trust 

Tbo government taties the position 
that any agreement or' net which pre- 
vents t\ consumer from buying where 
ho choscs, or to his best advantage, 1b 
In "unreasonable" restraint of trade. 
,Tho department of Justice has been 
making a natlon-wldo Investigation. of 
the lumber situation, and Attorney 
General Wlckersham has found that It 
Is parallel with that; of rahny other 
commodities In daily usq. If the courts 
sustain the government's contention 
there is .every likelihood of a rweop- 
ing attack all along tho lino.

England's Attitude Toward Her Ovftr- 

aeas Dominions May Be Changed 

by Reforms They Advocate. 

London. — The most Important 
event politically, In the whole' throe 
months that England Is devoting to 
the. coronation festivities took place 
when tho prime ministers of the 
Commonwealth of Australia, the Do- 
minion, of Canada, tho Uiilon of 
South Africa, tho Dominion of New 
Zealand . pnd Newfoundland and the 
king and his cabinet convened for tho 
much-heralded Imperial conference, 
to consider every topic In which a 
world-wide empire Is Interested, from 
national defense to, the design of pen- 
ny postage stamps. This Is the first 
ofllclal meeting of the new sovereign 
and his colonial premiers, and it la 
expected thta England's attitude 
toward her possessions will bo materi- 
ally changed as a result of tho re- 
forms advocated by tho different do- 
minions and their ministers. 

Chief among many Interesting ques- 
tions raised by the delegates from 
England's colonies In their dispatches 
to the homo gbvernment, when the Im- 
perial conference was first proposed, 
la a resolution from tho Union of 
South Africa relative to England's po- 
sition oh trade preference. This res- 
olution reads : 

"That tho desirability be considered 
of replacing the system of trade pref- 
erence at present granted by tho over- 
seas dominions to Great Britain by a 
system of contributions In money oi^ 
services to imperial naval and local 
defense." 

This resolution, coming as It did at 
a time when the Canadian reclitroclty 
agreement was pending before both 
the fcglslature at Washington and the 
dominion parliament at Ottawa, Can- 
ada, raised^ a storm of protest among 
English cltlzons. In fact so strong 
was the pressure brought to bear upon 
the ministry of South Africa by the 
homo government that the governor 
general, "Lord Gladstone, submitted a 
letter recalling this section of tho 
tentative resolutions for discussion be- 
fore the Imperial conference, stating 
that he had been advised by his min- 
istry that they desired to postpone tho 
debate upon trade preference, but 
"that tho right honorable tho prime 
minisler hoped that he would have op- 
portunity during his stay, in Ixindon 
to dlBcusB the. question raised with 
his majesty's government 

Apart from the question of prefer- 
ence several subjects of the most vi- 
tal Importance to the future of tho 
empire are to be raised. Australia 
will move to rescind tho objection- 
nblb feature of tho declaration of 
London, and New Zealand has two 
equally Important resolutions, one re- 
lating to tho establishment of an Ira- 
porlan council and the other the reor- 
ganization of the coolnlal ofilce.
